HOW TO PLANT FLOWER SEEDS 
IN THE GARDEN 


Most flowering plants will live in almost any 
soil, but to give them a fair chance to develop, 
some care must be taken to make the ground 
suitable to their needs. The soil best adapted 
to flowering plants is generally a light friable 
loam, containing enough sand to make it porous, 
thoroughly pulverized and enriched with liberal 
amounts of bone meal or Vigoro. Make the seed 
bed as fine, smooth and level as possible, except 
that a slight rounding of the bed is desirable 
that it may be well drained; do not plant when 
the ground is wet and do not plant too early. 
The ground must be thoroughly warm for most 
flower seeds. Cover each lot of seeds to a 
uniform depth which should not be more than 
four to six times the diameter of the seed; 
press the soil firmly over the seed; plant in rows 
so that the plantlets may be easily seen; thin 
to prevent crowding. We advise protecting early 
set plants with Hi-Caps. See page 56,

In 1857, a native of Baden, Germany, named Wendelin Grimm, came 
to America and settled in Carver County, Minnesota. He brought with 
him some Alfalfa seed which he planted and eventually attracted con- 
siderable attention on account of its cold resistance. In 1895, the 
University of Minnesota became interested in the hardy strain of Alfalfa 
grown by Mr. Grimm and began conducting experiments on Alfalfa.

Alfalfa grown in Carver County, Minnesota.

Mix the beans with 
the corn, planting both at the same time, using fully as many beans as kernels of 
corn, or better yet, as many pounds of beans as there are pounds of corn. Where 
the beans are sown alone by drill or seeder, which is the way they are largely put 
in, use two bushels of seed per acre but then even a little more than that is better.

Wis- 
consin College of Agriculture Potato Specialists have found the Sebago 
is definitely resistant to the Yellow Dwarf disease which often causes 
heavy losses in the sandy soil regions of Wisconsin, Michigan and Min- 
nesota.
